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PURPOSE: A hair dye that contains a specific aromatic alcohol, xanthane gum, 
hydroxyethylcellulose, acid dyes, acid and a specific amount of water, thus en- 
abling the hairs to be dyed evenly in a short time with high color fastness. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective hair dye contains (A) a compound of formula I 
[R t is H, methyl, methoxy; R 2 is (CH 2 ) n OH (n is 1, 2, 3), formula II - formula V, 
CH = CHCH 2 OH, OCH 2 CH 2 OH], (B) xanthane gum, (C) hydroxyethylcellulose, 
(D) acid dyes (tar dye), (E) acid and (F) water where the amount of (A) is 1.5- 
79.2 wt% based on the total composition weight, (B) is 0.5— 3.5wt%, (C) is 0.1 — 
3.0wt%, (D) is 0.01-20wt%, (E) is a quantity which is needed to keep the com- 
position at a pH of 1.2-4.0 and (F) is 10.0-97wt%. Further, the weight ratio 
of A/F is set to 3/97-80/20, preferably 5/95-60/40. The time necessary for 
dyeing can be shortened.

CONSTITUTION: lOOpts.wt. of a composition containing hydrocarbons such as 
petroleum fractions, terpenes or plant essential oil and 12-hydroxystearic acid 
(hydrogenated castor oil fatty acid as a solidification agent) are combined with 
0.2 — Spts.wt., preferably 0.5— 3pts.wt. of an alkali metal salt or alkaline earth 
metal salt or ammonium salt of stearic acid and/or 12-hydroxystearic acid as an 
improver for heat resistance, heated at 60— 80°C for dissolution, cast in a mold, 
stood at 20-35 8 C for solidification to give the objective solidified hydrocarbon. 
The solid product is suitably used as a solid fragrance or a base for a coating 
stick.

CONSTITUTION: The objective composition contains 2-[2'(or 3')-formylpropoxy]- 
6-ethylidenebicyclo[2,2,l]heptane of formula I and/or l-ethyl-3-[2'(or 3')-formyl- 
propoxy]tricyclo[2,2,l,0 26 ]heptane. The compound of formula I is obtained by 
reaction between a mixture of 2-allyloxy-6-ethylidenebicyclo [2,2,1] heptane of for- 
mula IV and l-ethyl-3-allyloxytricyclo[2,2,l,0 26 ]heptane of formula V, which is 
obtained by addition reaction of allyl alcohol to ethylidene bicycloheptane of 
formula III in the presence of a strong acid, carbon monoxid and hydrogen in 
the presence of a rhodium catalyst and a tertiary phosphine. 
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
